ſent Funerals. His Vices can bee no ble- 
miſh to that X{zng, that reſembled him | 
onely in hischoiſclt Vertues. TheRwlein | 
Scripture dath differ much from that in 
the Painters ſhop. For here Coppies doe 
many times exccedethe Originals. Salo- 
mon was a Type of (briſt himſclfe, and 
by conſequence a Pattery for anyChri. 
ſtian. 1 doe therefore in theſe three 
Verſes obſeruc three parts, the Happy 
Life, the Happy Raigne, and eu 
End of this great King Salomon. For the 
firſt part, his Life was happyin foure rel- 
pedts.Firſt;for his Sayings;The reſt of the 
Words. Secondly, for his Doings; And 
all that hee did. Thirdly, for his Wiſe- 
dome ; And hu Wiſedome. And fourthly, 
forthe Eternitie, and preſcruation of all 
theſe, In a Bookeof Annals of the Acts | 
of Salomon, And the reſt of the words of 
Salomon, &c.

Fiftly, becauſe a Fiſtorie 
written in an obſcure place, of a little 
Countrey, and but a ſhort time, is of no 
eſtceme, and reputation, here are all 
things fitted for Fame, and zternitic, 4 
great Citie, to' wit, Hieruſalem ; He raig- 
ned in Fieruſalem. A great Empire, the

And Ho- 
mer, that is, Solon, ( * for he is ſuppoled 
the Author of the Poem ) is by > Plu- 
ztarch madeto ſay, that a ready Sword 
will not doethe worke, if it bee not at- 
tended with this readineſſe of Speech. 
Surcly Pyrrhus, though a mighty vaun- 
ter of all his Actions, would often con- 
feſle more Cities conquered by Cyneas 
his t0yguz, then there were by his owne 
Speare. And although an Aaron may 
ſometimes ſupply a Moſes, and Elo- 
quence be borrowed trom the tongue of a 
Miniſter, yt ſurely no great Monarchie 
was cucr rais d,but where the King him- 
ſelfe was a © competent Speaker. In the 
Romane Empire it is obleru'd by ©Taci- | 
tw, thatthe Princes of the firſt line, 7: 
lius, Auguſtus, Tiberius, Claudius, yeaand 
Caius himfelfe (as blunt as hee was) ne- 
ucr borrowed a tongue to ſpeake to the 
people. Nero is noted to bee the firſt 
Ceſar, 2uj aliene facundie eguit, that

gem, Dauid the King, Matth. 1.6.rverſe 
becaule (as Interpreters expound the 
place) Dauid was, as a King ſhould be, 
a Man of Warre, and a Man of A#ion. 
Nero could tunc his Inſtruments well, 
and yet,as ® Apolloniu ſaid to VE SP A- 
S IAN, hce was a mcane Prince, bc- 
cauſc hee knew nor how to tunc a Peo- 
ple. Andon the other fide,Themiſtocles 
could neucr play on the Haype, but yer 
is famous in all Hiſtories, © becauſe hee 
could make a Citie greater. Plutarque 
in his IlAmxe mexytaux]a, Ipcakes 
of two Men, that werehird at Athens 
tor ſome publique worke, whereof the 
one was full of Tongue, bur ſlow ar

an excellent Work-man; Being call'd vp-
